Reorganizing-  the  AJjutant  General's  liffiee;  designating  the 
officers  anil  eni])loyes  thereof  and  fixing  the  salaries  of  each. 


AGRK’Ul.TURAL. 

Relating  to  the  im-orpoi-ation  and  regnlation  of  co-operative 
agi'icultural.  daii-y  and  horticnltnral  associations  not  having 
capital. 

Providing  increased  ai)propriations  by  county  coinndssioners 
for  agricultural  extension  work. 

Euiployiiiiuit  of  prisonei's  on  county  and  almshouse  farms 
at  agricultural  labor.

An  act  re.yulating  the  i>ractice  of  architecture  by  providiim- 
a State  .system  of  examination  and  licensui'e  of  architects  under 
a State  Board  of  E.xaminer.-  of  Architects  to  be  ajipointed  by 
the  G-cvernor  The  bill  provides  that  architects  who  have  beeii 
in  business  may  continue,  but  wiT  not  be  entitled  to  use  Ihe 
term  registered  ai’chitect”  uidess  they  make  registration  witli 
the  Board.  All  persons  desiring  to  practice  architecture  here- 
after wi.l  liave  to  undergo  a state  exanunation.  while  provision 
is  made  for  a nominal  examination  of  men  in  practice  in  other 
states  a year  or  more  who  desire  to  practice  in  this  state.  The 
board  is  composed  of  five  members  who  will  be  paid  Slp.oo  j^er 
ilay  for  each  day  enpiloyed  in  State  service.  i 


ASSESS.^IENT  OF  TAXE8. 

Refiiiii'iiig  ciiiuity  eonnnissioiiers  and  all  collectors  and  as- 
sessors (if  taxes  for  local  pni'iioses  to  furnish  to  the  Seci“etary  of 
Internal  Affairs  all  other  statistics  relatino-  to  the  collection  and 
assessing'  of  said  taxes,  in  addition  to  those  re(jnired  to  be  fur- 
nished under  t'xisting  laws  as  niay  lie  demanded  by  him. 


AECTIONEERS. 

(.Toverning'  auctioneers  in  the  sale  in  bulk  of  goods,  'waies 
and  moi'chandise  and  imposing  certain  duties  on  bn;' or  and 
seller.

BAKEKIES. 

Blaeing-  the  regulation  of  bakeries  under  tlie  direction  of  the 
Department  of  Labor  and  Industry  ; making  200  cubic  feet  of 
air  per  minute  compulsory  where  persons  are  employed : 
1-akeries  to  have  until  July  1.  1920  to  make  changes,  requiring 
all  establishments  to  take  out  licenses,  same  to  be  revoked  for 
violations  of  the  act.

Providing  that  unincorporated  organizations,  societies  or 
individuals  creating  funds  derived  from  periodical  payments 
by  members,  which  fund  is  to  be  loaned  or  advanced  to  mem- 
bers or  to  other  persons  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  them  to 
acquire  real  estate,  personal  property  or  to  construct  buildings 
or  for  any  other  purpose,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  building  and 
loan  associations  for  the  purpose  of  making  them  subject  to  the 
supervision  and  control  of  the  State  Banking  Department.

Act.] 


CKMETERIES. 


Authorizing  boroughs  to  make  ai:)propriatious  for  main- 
tenance and  beautifying  of  cemeteries  and  private  roads  leading 
to  them,  not  exceeding  .$500  per  year. 

Granting  to  cemetery  companies  the  right  to  remove  head- 
stones, posts,  enclosures,  etc.  when  they  have  fallen  into  decay. 

Keiiealiny  tlie  proviso  contained  in  the  Act  of  1891  which 
compels  cemetery  ccmiianies  to  report  to  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  the  receipt  of  any  gift,  devise  oi'  bequest  and  to  obtain 
the  approval  of  the  courts  as  to  the  investment  thereof. 
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CHANGE  OF  NAMES. 

Individuals  forbidden  to  change  names  except  by  court  pro- 
ceedings under  penalty  of  fine  of  -tlOO  and  costs. 


CHARITY  SOTHCITATION. 

Prohibiting  the  solicitation  of  moneys  or  property  for  char- 
itable or  patriotic  xnirposes  until  State  Hoard  of  Public  Charities 
passes  upon  the  authenticity  of  same. 
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CIVIL  SERVICE. 

Pro\"iding-  that  iu  every  city,  couuty  or  borough  of  the  State, 
the  Civil  Service  Board  or  Commission  shall  place  the  names  of 
all  persons  who  attain  the  required  average  upon  an  eligible  list 
and  shall  certify  to  the  appointing  power,  upon  request,  the  first 
four  highest  names  from  which  he  can  select  one  to  be  appointed, 
except  that  preference  may  be  given  to  honorably  discharged  sail- 
ors, soldiers  or  marines  whose  names  shall  not  be  of  the  first  four 
but  upon  the  eligible  list  and  tliat  such  appointments  may  be 
made  without  regard  to  any  age  imitations. 


CLASSIFICATIONS  OF  COUNTIES. 

Counties  of  the  State  divided  into  eight  classes  according 
to  popidation;  future  legi.slation  to  be  designated  in  this  manner. 
The  new  law  divides  the  counties  into  eiglit  classes  as  follows : 
First,  1.500,000  and  more,  which  is  Philadelphia ; Second,  be- 
tween 800,000  and  1,500,000,  which  is  Allegheny ; Third,  250,000 
to  800,000,  Luzerne  and  Lackawanna ; Fourth,  i50,000  to  250,000, 
Berks,  Cambria,  Fayette,  Lancaster,  Montgomery,  Schuylkill  and 
'Westmoreland;  Fifth,  100,000  to  150,000,  Blair,  Chester,  Dau- 
phin. Delaware.  Erie.  Lehigh,  Northampton,  Northumberland, 
Washington  and  York;  Sixth,  50,000  to  100,000,  Armstrong, 
Beaver.  Bradford,  Bucks,  Butler,  Carbon,  Clearfield,  Crawford, 
Cumberland.  Franklin,  Indiana,  Jefferson,  Lawrence,  Lebanon, 
Lycoming,  Mercer.  Somerset,  Venango ; Seventh,  20,000  to 
50.000,  Adams,  Bedford,  Centre,  Clarion,  Clinton,  Columbia.  Elk. 
Green,  Huntingdon.  McKean,  Mifflin,  Monroe,  Perry,  Potter, 
Susquehanna.  Tioga.  Warren,  Wayne;  Eighth,  less  than  20,000 
Cameron.  Forest,  Fulton.  Juniata,  Montour.  Pike,  Snyder,  Sulli- 
van. Union.  Wyoming. 
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COLD  STORAGE. 

Anieiuling:  the  Cold  Stora<ie  Food  Act  of  1913.  [This  hill 
tixes  the  tinie  limit  of  all  food  in  storage  at  12  months,  being  an 
inci’ease  of  many  months  on  certain  articles  of  food,  .such  as 
beef,  mutton,  lamb,  fish,  jioultry,  butter  and  eggs.  All  food 
displayed  for  sale  in  open  containers  must  bear  a card  showing 
ccmspicuously  that  the  contents  are  cold-storage  goods,  and  food 
sold  from  such  containers  must  be  wrapped  in  wrappers  marked 
“cold  storage  goods.’’] 


C'GLLATERAL  INHERITANCE  TAX. 

Providing  that  the  Auditor  General  shall  appoint  all  the 
collateral  inheritance  tax  collectors  and  their  clerks  in  all  coun- 
ties. excejit  Philadelphia  and  Allegheny. 


CONSTABLES. 


Eclating'  to  the  duties  of  eonstabies;  proliibitiug  them  from 
making  returns  to  the  courts  of  Qiiartcr  Sessions  in  certain 
eases;  authorizing  the  courts  to  direct  investigations  and  reports 
by  eonstabies  and  fixing  tlieir  compensation  in  such  cases. 

Fixing  the ’general  fees  to  be  charged  and  received  by  con- 
stables in  this  Commonwealth. 


CONSTITUTIONAL  EEVLsION. 

Providing  for  the  creation  of  a Commission  to  study  and 
report  to  the  next  General  Assembly  upon  the  s\d)ject  of  the 
revision  and  a)ueudment  of  the  eon.stitution  of  this  Common- 
wealth; prescribing  its  ])owers  and  duties  and  making  an  ap- 
propriation to  defray  the  expen.Se  of  same. 
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CONVICTS. 

Providing’  Uiat  sick  eoiivirts  in  penal  iirstitutions  can  be  re- 
moved to  other  in.stitutions  upon  order  of  a e.ourt  of  record. 

Providing  for  the  employment  <if  convicts  on  county  and 
almshouse  farms 


CORPOliATIONS. 

Extending  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1917  to  corporations  or- 
gatiized  under  the  laws  of  the  District  of  Columbia  or  of  the 
United  States. 

Ice  compaides  incorporated  in  other  states  allowed  to  hold 
property  in  this  State. 

Providing  for  the  distribution  of  shares  of  .stock  in  corpora- 
tions in  the  process  of  dissolution. 

Extending  provisions  of  lateral  railroads  to  certain  school 
and  poor  districts. 

..Vuthorizing  eorpoi’ations  incorporated  under  laws  of  any 
other  State  to  erect,  maintain,  lease  and  convey  real  estate  in  this 
State. 

R<‘latiug  to  the  validation,  ownership  and  exercise  of  ma- 
lerial.  rolling  stock,  pi’operty  and  franchises  of  any  gas,  water, 
nil.  iron,  steel,  lumber,  mining,  manufacturing,  transportation, 
telegraj)!!  railroad,  canal,  turnpike  or  bridge  cor]uu’ation  not- 
withstanding failure  of  owners  to  reorganize  same. 

Mari’ied  or  single  wo}nen  given  same  rights  as  men  to  be 
incorp(U’ators  and  serve  as  officers  and  directors  of  corporations 
for  profit.

Sausage  declared  to  be  adulterated  if  it  eontains  added  water 
oi’  ice  in  excess  of  quantity  recpiired  to  bring  the  amount  up  to 
that  wiiich  the  meat  contents  contained  at  time  of  slaughter  or 
manufacture,  but  not  to  exceed  five  p-^r  ceiit. ; use  of  flour  also 
forbidden. 
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SEDITION. 

An  Aet  dctiniiig  sedition  and  pi’eseribing’  the.  punisliment 
therefor.  |Tlds  hill  jjrovide.s  tliat  any  ntteranees  of  a seditious 
eharaeter  or  acts  against  the  (Tovernment  of  the  Nation,  State 
and  (hty.  or  any  of  the  officials,  shall  he  construed  as  a violation 
and  shall  l)e  punished  hy  fine  and  iinprisonnient.]

^Viuciidirig  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Aet  of  1915  by  in- 
creasing the  rate  of  compensation  for  the  injured  or  killed  em- 
ploye from  50  to  60  per  cent,  of  the  wage;  establishing  a new 
basis  of  compensation  for  determining  the  average  weekly  wage 
by  using  the  actual  number  of  days  worked  instead  of  five  and 
oiie-half  days;  reducing  the  waiting  period  to  ten  days;  provid- 
ing free  medical  attention  for  30  days  with  a maximum  medical 
charge  of  $100  instead  of  $75,  with  hospital  charges  limited  to  a 
similar  amount.

Re-organization  of  the  Bureau  of  Workmen’s  Compensation 
in  the  I)ei)artmeut  of  Labor  and  Industry;  increasing  the  num- 
ber of  (unployes  and  fixing  their  salaries. 

Authorizing  suits  brought  to  recover  in  case  of  accidents  in 
this  Commonwealth  in  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  to  be  certified  to 
the  Workmen's  Compensation  Bureau  when  discovered  that  the 
suit  has  been  wrongfiilly  brought. 

Providing  reserves  for  outstanding  liability  losses  of  insur- 
auce  companies  transacting  the  business  of  insuring  any  one 
against  loss  or  damage  resulting  from  accident  to  or  injury  suf- 
fered by  an  employe  or  other  person  for  which  the  person  insured 
is  liable  and  also  foi-  outstanding  losses  incurred  under  the  Work- 
men’s Compensation  Aet. 

Regulating  the  relation  of  mutual  insurance  companies  do- 
ing business  in  connection  with  the  Workmen’s  Compensation 
Bureau  by  providing  for  the  approval  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Lisui’ance  of  the  bureau  employed  to  inake  and  apply  rates  for 
such  insurance. 

-Making  an  appropriation  for  the  pa^mient  of  compensation 
outstanding  and  due  and  to  become  due  to  injured  employes  in 
the  various  departments  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the  period 
ending  IMay  31.  1919, 

Also  an  act  making  an  appropriation  for  a like  purpose  for 
the  year  ending  May  31,  1921.
